"For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that though He was rich yet for your 
sakes He became poor that ye through His poverty might be rich" He who knew eternal 
riches became poor for us, that we might partake of the riches of His grace, the riches of 
His goodness and His unsearchable riches (Eph. 1 :7; Rom. 2:4, Eph. 3:8), ultimately to be 
possessors of the riches of His glory. 

Grace is glory in the bud; glory is grace in flower and fruit. (Phil. 4: 19, Eph. 3:16) 

How poor did our Lord become? He slept in another's manger, He sailed on another's 
boat, He slept in another's bed, He rode on another's donkey, He held the final Passover 
feast in another's room and instituted the Lord's Supper. He died on another's cross 
-Barabbas, and was buried in another's tomb - Joseph of Arimetheia. 

He who was virgin-born is the One who gives us the new birth, washing our soul in 
His sinless blood and making it a virgin soul. (1 Pet. 1 :23) 

"The Bread of Life" began His ministry hungering and "The Water of Life" ended His life 
thirsting. Why? That we might eat of the "Bread of Life" and drink of the

and there shall be no more death neither sorrow, nor Dying, neither shall there be any 
more pain: for the termer things are passed away."
